PTCIAL  attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  all  the 
illustrations  in  this  booklet  are  truthfully  reproduced 
from  actual  photographs  of  The  Kittatinny  and  its 
immediate  surroundings,  the  views  being  pictures  of 
scenes  located  on  the  grounds  and  estate  which  form 
a  part  of  the  hotel  property. 

Kittatinny  is  a  word  of  Indian  origin,  meaning 
"Endless  Mountains."  It  was  by  this  name  that  the 
mountains  of  the  Water  Gap  District  were  known  by 
the  Minsi  or  Delaware  Indians,  and  is  particularly  happy  and  appropriate  for  a 
hotel  situated  in  a  location  rich  in  Indian  legend  and  tradition. 

The  Kittatinny  is  commandingly  situated,  the  elevation  of  the  hotel  is  high, 
directly  overlooking  the  Delaware  River  flowing  below  in  majestic  grandeur,  and 
the  mountain  and  river  views  from  every  bedroom  in  the  house  are  magnificent. 

The  Kittatinny,  with  a  capacity  of  400  guests,  has  been  extensively  improved, 
refurnished  and  redecorated,  over  $75,000  having  been  expended  in  this  manner 
during  the  past  Winter.     The  hotel  is  open  from  May  1st  to  November  of   every

hotel's  private  plant,  abundant  supply  of  the  purest  mountain  spring  water,  open 
wood-fire  grates,  sun  parlors  with  magnificent  views,  enclosing  the  entire  verandas; 
rooms  single  and  en  suite  with  baths  and  running  spring  water,  perfect  sanitary 
arrangements,  fresh  vegetables,  milk,  cieam  and  poultry  from  its  own  and  nearby 
farms,  liberal  management  and  unexcelled  cuisine,  first-class  livery  in  connection, 
with  fine  driving  and  saddle  horses  for  ladies  and  gentlemen,  fine  stabling  for 
transient  and  boarding  horses  in  charge  of  an  experienced  and  competent  man, 
ample  accommodations  for  tourists'  automobiles,  telegraph  office,  local  and  long 
distance  telephones  in  the  house,  and  rolling  chairs,  are  some  of  the  features  that 
combine  to  make  The  Kittatinny  one  of  the  finest  mountain  hotels  in  the  United 
States. 

The  hotel  is  under  the  personal  management  of  the  owner,  Charles  lu  Cope, 
a  practical  and  experienced  hotel  man. 

There  is  no  lack  of  amusement,  either  indoor  or  outdoor;  the  mountain 
scenery,  unsurpassed  in  the  world,  with  an  invigorating  climate  almost  compels 
the   visitor  to   participate   in   outdoor  recreations  such  as  riding,  driving,  golfing

lawn  tennis,  bathing,  fishing,  boating,  walking  or  mountain  climbing,  for  all  of 
which  ample  facilities  are  provided,  while  agreeable  indoor  enjoyment  is  supplied 
by  orchestral  concerts  morning  and  evening,  bowling,  billiards,  shuffleboards,  pool, 
frequent  dances  and  euchres,  and  similar  diversions. 

An  atmosphere  of  refined  sociability  has  always  been  one  of  the  charming 
characteristics  of  hotel  life  at  The  Kittatinny,  making  it  an  agreeable  and  ideal 
resting  place. 

The  Water  Gap  is  formed  by  the  passage  of  the  Delaware  River  through  a  cleft 
in  the  Blue  Ridge,  the  mountains  rising  in  a  sheer  wall  1400  feet  clear  from  the  river, 
Mt.  Minsi  on  one  side  and  Mt.  Tammany  on  the  other  standing  like  grim  sentinels, 
surrounded  by  picturesque  and  delightfully  diversified  scenery  of  which  the  senses 
never  tire.  Superb  views  are  afforded  from  Winona  Cliff,  Council  Rock,  Coopers 
Cliff,  and  numerous  other  points,  while  Ridge  Path,  Hunters'  Spring,  Child's  Arbor, 
Sylvan  Way,  Moss  Cascade,  Diana's  Bath,  Table  Rock,  and  many  others,  are  of  great 
natural  beauty. 

The  rhododendron  is  found  at  the  Water  Gap  in  great  luxuriance  and 
perfection.     The  bloom  commences  about  the  middle  of  June  and  continues  until

the  end  of  July.  The  mountain  laurel  is  abundant  and  blooms  two  weeks  earlier. 
The  apple  blossom  period  is  also  especially  attractive.  The  fall  months,  when  the 
leaves  are  turning,  transform  the  mountains  to  a  scene  of  gorgeous  beauty  and 
splendor.  The  forest  trees  at  this  season  of  the  year  are  clothed  in  every  imagin- 
able shade  of  russet,  brown,  scarlet  and  gold. 

The  climate  of  the  Delaware  Water  Gap  is  cool,  invigorating  and  bracing,  and 
entirely  free  from  mosquitos  or  anything  like  malarial  influence. 

The  Kittatinny  can  be  reached  in  two  and  one-half  hours  from  New  York, 
via  Delaware,  Lackawanna  &  Western  Railroad.  As  it  is  on  their  main  line,  a 
number  of  trains  equipped  with  parlor,  vestibule  and  dining  cars  are  run  daily  from 
Barclay  and  Christopher  Street  wharves. 

The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  has  frequent  and  excellent  direct  train  service, 
with  parlor  cars  attached,  from  Philadelphia,  Trenton  and  Camden,  the  trip  from 
Philadelphia  occupying  three  hours. 

This  accessible  and  convenient  location  enables  the  busy  city  man  to  join  his 
family  for  the  week  end  without  interfering  in  any  way  with  his  business  engage- 
ments.    Hotel  coaches  meet  all  trains.
